U nited States Camp, 
G uantanam a 
Bay, June 14, Yia K ingston, Jam aica, 
Ja n e 16.*—The U nited States marines 
under lie u te n an t Colonel Robert W. 
H untington made their first aggressive 
movem ent against the Spanish guerillas 
yesterday and completely rooted the 
enemy. 
The force of m arines was nuder Cap­ 
tain Elliott and the oo-operating Cubans 
were under Colonel Laborda. 
The com­ 
bined forces rared a Spanish cam p about 
five miles from the Am erican position, 
destroying the ouly well in the vicinity 
aud killed about 40 Spaniard*. 
Due 
American m arine was -lightly wounded. 
Two Cubans were killed aud four were 
wounded. 
It is impossible to estim ate the num ­ 
ber of Spaniards engaged ow iug to their 
guerilla methods of fighting, but it is 
believed there were at least 400. 
The marines behavi-d splendidly, their 
m arksm anship being excellent, even un* I 
der the severe fire of the enemy. 
The captured camp lies a bent 5 miles 
southeast of the riflepit* of the m arines 
and was an im^iortant kl*, for the en­ 
em y. as it contained the only well w ith­ 
in six or seven miles. 
Lieutenant Col­ 
onel H untington decided on the attack 
early in the day aud the force started 
across the rn emu tains. 
The m arch up 
and down the steep hillsides under the 
glaring tropical sun was a severe test of 
endurance for the m arines, and before 
the battleground was reached 22 men 
had rec* ired medical attention. 
All 
were able, however, to reach the posi­ 
tion before the fighting ceased. 
The m arines were compelled to m arch 
In single file following the m ountain 
trail. 
lr was noon when, from a hill- 


Vance, and were w ithin HOU yards or tho 
enemy before the Spaniards discovered 
them . 
The troops quickly moved into 
line of battle, w ith the Cubans on the 
left flank. 
Bullets were w hirling viciously over 
the Americans, but the m arines settled 
d o w n to their work as unconcernedly as 
though at target practice. 
The enemy was lying behind the huts 
and the brush, but the puffs of smoke 
revealed th* ir positions and enabled the 
Americans to do effective work. 
For 20 
m inutes both sides m aintained a terrific 
fire. 
The Spanish shots were w ild and 
spasmodic, w hile the Am ericans coolly 
fired away, aim ing carefully and shoot­ 
ing to kill. 
It was beginning to look as 
though a bayonet charge down the slope 
would be necessary to 
dislodge the 
enemy w hen suddenly the latter began 
to break for a thicket IOO yards further , 
on. 
L ittle groups could be seen fleeing 
from tho camp, 
separating, 
darting 
through the brush and zig-zAgging to 
escape the bullets. 
It was then the American tiro became 
most deadly. 
Man after m an could be 
seen to fall in a vain rash for shelter, 
aud the fire from the Spanish became 
scattering and almost ceased. 
Two Cubans were killed and four : 
wounded and Private W alker of Com­ 
pany D had to limp to the rear w ith a 
slight wound in his ankle. 
The ea*y victory pot the com m and in 
high spirits. 
The little black Cuban 
warriors waved 
their 
m achets and j 
| howled curses at the Spanish in savage j 
fashion. 
T heir firing had be**n wild I 
throughout, but they all displayed the 
utm ost contem pt for the Spanish bul­ 
lets, apparently being absolutely w ith ­ 
out fear. 
As the enem y began breaking from 
the camp the Dolphin, which lay at sea, 
was signaled aud began pitching shells 


toward the thicket for w hich the Span­ 
iards were junking. 
M eanwhile Lieu­ 
tenant Magi ll was seen coming w ith 40 
men as reinforcem ents and Captain M a­ 
honey was on the way w ith IOO more, 
but before they reached the scene the 
trouble wan over. 
The Spanish retreated, taking their 
wounded and m any of their dead. 
F if­ 
teen bodies w ere found scattered through 
the brush. 
No time wa* lost in b u rn ­ 
ing the buildings and filling the well 
w ith earth and stones. 
The Dolphin landed w a te ram iam m n- 
nition, as au attack was expect»woo the 
return m arch, but non** was m ade 
The 
m arines did not reach the American 
camp until after nightfall and, as they 
had been w ithout food since the early 
m orning, they were nearly exhausted.

W ashington, Juue 16.—The welcome 
news came to the navy departm ent yes­ 
terday afternoon that the little baud of 
American m arines who had planted the 
flag on Crest hill and were defending it 
night and day against heavy odds, were 
not ouly safe, but were strongly rein­ 
forced by 1,500 Cubans from the com­ 
m ands of G arcia and Rabbi and were 
now strong enough to more than hold 
their own. 
It was disclosed in a dis­ 
patch 
from 
A dm iral 
Sampson aud 
brought m uch relief to the naval offi­ 
cials. 
The com ing of 
the Cuban forces 
seems to have been in the nick of tim e 
and naval officials give the fullest credit 
to the tim eliness of this Cuban co-oper­ 
ation. 
The adm iral's dispatch stated 
that the condition of the m arinas w as 
"entirely satisfactory,” which assur­ 
ance, although brief, was enough to re­ 
lieve official! aer*- of the fears they had 
entertained. 
But probably the most 
significant feature of the adm iral’s dis­ 
patch was Lie statem ent that the Cu­ 
ban general, Rabbi, had occupied Acer- 
raderos, ouly eight miles from Santiago, 
and practically a suburb of that Span­ 
ish stronghold.

w here iron w harves will afford facilities 
for unloading the heavy artillery car­ 
ried by G eneral Shafter - invading ex­ 
pedition.

Ray, June 14, via Kingston, Jamaica, 
June 16.—Th® United States marines 
antler Lieutenant Colonel Robert 
Huntington made their ti rut aggressive 
movement against the Spanish guerillas 
yesterday and completely routed the 
enemy. 
The force of marines was under Cap­ 
tain Kl hot t and the co-operating Cubans 
were nuder Colonel Laborda. 
The com­ 
bined forces rased a Spanish camp about 
five m ile * from the American position, 
destroying the only well in the vicinity 
aud killed about 40 Spaniards, 
One 
American maria* was slightly wounded. 
Two Cubans were killed and four were 
wounded. 
It is impossible to estimate the num ­ 
ber of Spaniards engaged owing to their 
guerilla methods of fighting.bat it is 
believed there were at least 400. 
Th*- marines behaved splendidly, their 
marksmanship being excellent, even nu­ 
der the severe fire of the enemy. 
The captured camp lies about 5 miles 
southeast of the nftepit * of the marines 
aud was an important bose for the en­ 
emy, as it contained th# only w ell with­ 
in six oar seven miles.

early in the day and the force started

The march up
